


HR 607 “Needs to Be Amended”

The National Public Safety Telecommunications Council (NPSTC) -- a federation of more than a dozen 
public safety communications organizations -- has gone on record as sharing the ARRL’s concerns 
regarding HR 607, the Broadband for First Responders’ Act of 2011. The ARRL is actively opposing the 
legislation in its current form because Section 207(d) of the bill -- introduced in the US House of 
Representatives by Representative Peter King (R-NY-3) -- calls for the reallocation of 420-440 MHz for 
commercial auction. The ARRL, which is a member of the NPSTC Governing Board, has assured NPSTC 
members that its opposition is limited to Section 207(d) and that it supports the underlying objective of the 
legislation, which is to provide spectrum near 700 MHz for a nationwide interoperable public safety 
broadband network. 


Writing to ARRL President Kay Craigie, N3KN, and ARRL Executive Vice President David Sumner, 
K1ZZ, on March 8, NPSTC Chair Ralph Haller said: ““We want to let you know that NPSTC’s Governing 
Board understands your serious concerns about Section 207 of this Act, and we share those concerns.” 
While reiterating NPSTC’s support for the remainder of the Act, Haller said: “NPSTC is very concerned 
about Section 207(d) of the Act and believes that the section needs to be amended to address the concerns 
of public safety and the Amateur Radio users.” See a copy of the letter below. 


Commenting on Haller’s letter, Sumner said that “it is gratifying to have the support of the NPSTC 
Governing Board in our effort to remove this provision from Rep King’s bill. Once our concerns have been 
satisfied, we hope Congress will proceed quickly to complete work on providing our First Responders with 


this important facility.” 


It is very important that all Amateur Radio operators contact their congressional representatives as soon as 
possible.

Hoosiers Lead the Way in Largest Midwest Earthquake Drill Ever 
INDIANAPOLIS — The Great Central U.S. Shakeout, an earthquake drill in April involving 11 states, has 
surpassed the | million mark for registered participants. More than 320,000 of those are from Indiana, more 
than any other state.

This is the largest simultaneous earthquake drill ever held in Indiana or on a regional basis. 


More people are signing up every day to take part in the central U.S. earthquake drill where participants 
will simultaneously practice the recommended earthquake safety actions — Drop, Cover and Hold-On: 


e DROP to the ground 
e Take COVER by getting under a sturdy desk or table, and 
e HOLD-ON to it until the shaking stops 


The Great Central U.S. ShakeOut will be held in Indiana at 10:15 a.m. EDT (9:15 a.m. CDT) on April 19, 
2011 (April 28 in other states). 


The recent M9.0 earthquake and resulting tsunami in Japan serves as a reminder that earthquakes can 
happen any time, and can have devastating and far-reaching effects. 


With scientists estimating that there is a high probability of a damaging earthquake occurring in the central 
U.S. within the next 50 years, the Great Central U.S. ShakeOut is designed to help individuals and 
communities in the region get ready for damaging earthquakes, practice how to protect themselves, and 
learn how to prevent disasters from becoming catastrophes. 


This Drop, Cover and Hold-On drill is free and open to the general public, and will take place in 
communities throughout Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Mississippi, Missouri, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina and Tennessee. 


The Indiana Department of Homeland Security has partnered with the Indiana Department of Education 
and Indiana Geological Survey to inform Hoosiers about the drill and encourage everyone, including 
schools, businesses and communities, to pledge their participation at www.shakeout.org/centralus or 
www.in.gov/dhs/shakeout.htm. More information about the ShakeOut, and earthquake preparedness 
resources are available on these websites as well. 


The Great Central U.S. ShakeOut is being coordinated by the Central US Earthquake Consortium and its 
member and associate states, the Federal Emergency Management Agency, the U.S. Geological Survey and 
dozens of other partners.

USS Yorktown back on the air!

On May 14, 2011 the call sign NWKJ will be heard on the airwaves for the first time in forty one years. Yorktown 
will be activated by South Carolina Navy Marine Corp MARS members as well as operators from other states in 
Region Four for the annual military cross band test. Yorktown has been the site for WA4USN on the amateur bands 
under the auspices of the Charleston Amateur Radio Society; however this will be the first use of Yorktown’s military 
call since its decommissioning. It required that Yorktown be relisted in ACP 113 to allow the use of the “Fighting 
lady’s” military call on military frequencies. 

The amateur frequencies being listened to will be announced by the operators on the frequencies listed below. QSL 


cards will be sent to all contacts.

The USS Yorktown (CV-10) was the tenth aircraft carrier to serve in the United States Navy. Under construction as 
Bon Homme Richard, this new Essex-class carrier was renamed Yorktown in honor of Yorktown (CV-5), sunk at the 
epic Battle of Midway (June 1942). Built in an amazing 16 4% months at Newport News, Virginia, Yorktown was 
commissioned on April 15, 1943. Yorktown participated significantly in the Pacific Offensive that began in late 1943 
and ended with the defeat of Japan in 1945. Yorktown received the Presidential Unit Citation and earned 11 battle 
stars for service in World War II. Much of the Academy Award-winning (1944) documentary "The Fighting Lady" 
was filmed aboard Yorktown. 


In the 1950's, Yorktown was modified with the addition of and angled deck to better operate jet aircraft in her role as 
an attack carrier (CVA). In 1958, Yorktown was designated an anti-submarine aircraft carrier (CVS), and would later 
earn 5 battle stars for service off Vietnam (1965-1968). The ship also recovered the Apollo 8 astronauts and capsule 
(December 1968). Yorktown was decommissioned in 1970 and placed in reserve. 

1975, Yorktown was towed from Bayonne, NJ to Charleston to become the centerpiece of Patriots Point Naval and 
Maritime Museum.
